in 1948 by Jo e A rv il Moore, Po l­ 
ice chief of Portageville. 


Earlier 
testimony 
indicated 
only that the two state officers 
were present at the alleged flog­ 
ging. 


Moore is on trial in federal court 
here on charges of violating the 
civil rights of prisoners by beat­ 
ing them with his fists, pistols and 
rubber hose. Another count ac- 
cusses him of 
forcing a 
Negro 
woman to submit to rape by a 
prisoner. 


Pete Welch, a part-time police­ 
man of Portageville, testified yes­ 
terday that 
Moore beat Orange 
Johnson, about 66, with a hose at 
the Portageville jail. 
He added that two state patrol­ 
men were in the jail at the time. 
The two have been identified as 
Sgt. Herbert W ickham and trooper 
Harold Schmitt. 


Two Negroes told the all-male 
ju ry today that they heard the 
alleged beating. One, Mrs. Clara 
Davis, said it stopped soon after 
the patrolmen entered the jail. 
The second, Rice Hollis, testified
